WAGES, PRICES AND RATES. 
There is no use looking: for reduc- 


tion of prices for anything when the 
prices of everything are continually 
inereasiijc. 
Yet, such is human na- 


ture, everybody does talk about and 
demand lower figures for the things 
h« buys, while at the same time hold- 
ing ouj for higher rrices for the things 
he sells. The inconsistency of the thing 
should he evident at a glance, yet 
there doe* not appear to be anyone 
who is even willing to stand pat on 
present selling figures, or who does not 
as persistently complain of the prices 
which he must pay.
